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City OAP’s victory in 
landmark drug case 


A PENSIONER who 
said he almost died 
after taking part in a 
drugs trial has won his 
landmark legal battle 
against a pharma¬ 
ceutical giant. 

Les Thomas, a 75-year-old 
grandfather, was overcome 
by severe shaking, suffered 
a collapsed colon, septi¬ 
caemia and an irregular 
heartbeat, after he started 
taking the painkiller 
rofecoxib five years ago. 

He was also classed as anorexic 
when he lost two stone after 
suffering nearly two months of 
constant diarrhoea. 

Mr Thomas says he has never 
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fully recovered from the trial, 
which was carried out to 
determine if the already licensed 
drug would be effective in the 
treatment of prostate cancer. 

On Monday, a judge at Cam¬ 
bridge County Court ruled that 
rofecoxib was probably a 
“significant cause” of Mr 
Thomas’ illness, possibly on top 
of a bout of food poisoning. 

The drug was marketed as 
Vioxx by Merck Sharp and 
Dohme Limited, and more than 80 
million people were prescribed it 
around the world between 1999 
and 2004, when it was withdrawn. 

Last year, the company set up a 
$4.5 billion fund to settle legal 
claims that the drug caused many 


users to suffer strokes and heart 
failure. 

But Monday’s ruling was the 
first of its kind in the UK. 

Mr Thomas was described as 
being “plainly very fit for his 
age” when he took part in the 
trial almost five years ago. 
Participants did not have to be 
cancer sufferers. 

Mr Thomas, a father of four of 
Chelmer Way, Ely, who enjoyed 
fell walking and badminton, was 
invited to join the trial by his GP, 
Dr Katrina Young of St Mary’s 
Surgery in Ely, and was not paid. 

He was told serious side effects 
were “unlikely” but six months 
later, doctors at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital found the retired college 
lecturer was suffering from a 
catalogue of medical problems. 

Mr Thomas said he had to go to

TRIBUTES have been paid to a 
pensioner who was helped by 
generous Weekly News readers when 
burglars stole his life savings. 

Ernie Croxon, who lived in 
Haddenham, died at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital at the age of 96 following a 
short illness. 

Weekly News readers rallied round 
in 2005 after a heartless burglar 
smashed his way into the deaf war 
veteran’s home to steal his savings, 
raising £1,962. Mr Croxon had stashed 


his savings in a pillow to pay for his 
funeral. 

In 2006, burglars again raided his 
home. 

Mr Croxon was believed to be the 
last of his family. His next of kin was 
his carer, Jean Burkitt. 

Mrs Burkitt said: “He was an easy 
man to get along with - popular and 
quite a village character. 

“The second break-in made him 
very cautious, but he overcame that. 
He rallied round and managed to live

Minister insulted my integrity 
over travellers’ plan, says MP 


TWELVE new travellers’ 
pitches are recommended for 
approval - after an MP was 
labelled “prejudiced” for 
opposing the plans. 

Members of East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s planning com¬ 
mittee were due to be given officer 
recommendation to approve sites in 
Wilburton and Isleham when they 
met yesterday 

The council has been told by the 
East of England Regional Assembly 
to provide 35 new authorised pitches 
by 2011 as the Government aims to 
tackle the tension caused by 
unauthorised sites. 

The Wilburton scheme, for a 
greenfield site, caused controversy 
when Jim Paice, MP for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire South East, said in the 
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House of Commons that the council 
was being “forced” to grant 
permission because of Government 
pressure on regional planning policy 
He was accused of “prejudice against 
Gypsy and Traveller sites” by 
Government minister Sadiq Khan. 

Parish councils and some 
residents in both Wilburton and 
Isleham oppose the plans. 

Mr Paice told the Weekly News: 
“Whitecross Road (the Wilburton 
site) has already got more than 
enough traveller pitches. It is a very 
narrow road. I do not think it is in 
anyone’s interests that we have a 
massive concentration of travellers 


in one location. 

“Travellers should be treated the 
same as anyone else, which means 
they should not be given planning 
consent in places where other people 
would not be given planning 
consent.” 

Mr Paice said he had asked a 
“reasonable question” in the 
Commons, but that “the minister saw 
fit to insult my integrity”. He added: 
“It was outrageous and I have 
received a lot of supportive letters 
since.” 

The Wilburton site will offer 10 
pitches for rent under warden 
supervision, while the Isleham site 
will offer two pitches for a family of 
travellers in the village. 

A pitch is normally understood as 
a family-sized plot which can 
accommodate three or four caravans. 


Cllr Ian Allen, deputy leader of the 
district council’s Liberal Democrat 
group, said: “Travellers who can 
prove they have housing need should 
be treated exactly the same way as 
any other sector of the community” 

Cllr Allen said that traveller 
pitches on greenfield sites are 
comparable to affordable housing 
built on such “rural exception sites”. 
He added that while there may be 
legitimate planning reasons for 
turning down the pitches, straight¬ 
forward objection to travellers “is 
not legitimate”. 

Residents’ letters of objection on 
the Wilburton site claim it “could 
lead to anti-social behaviour and 
speeding vehicles” and “would result 
in a blight on property values”.

the toilet up to 10 times a 
day and could barely 
walk, and that he was 
“virtually an invalid” for 
nine months after his 
stay in hospital. 

With his wife Norma 
at his side, he said: 
“When I was taken to 
hospital every part of 
my body was shaking. I 
thought ‘This is it, I’m 
dead’.” 

The symptoms were 
diagnosed as being 
caused by ulcerative 
colitis. 

The court heard Dr 
Young was very apolo¬ 
getic about what had 
happened. 

After his verdict, 
Judge Patrick O’Brien 
refused an immediate 
request for an appeal by 
Merck. 

A company spokes¬ 
woman said Merck was 
“disappointed” by the 
decision and intends to 
take the case to the 
Court of Appeal. 

Meanwhile Mr Thom¬ 
as, who took out £50,000 
from his home insurance 
for the case, will pursue 
a claim for compen¬ 
sation. 

He added: “I am very 
relieved. This should 
give hope that ordinary 
men can take on the 
drugs giants and win.”

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Poetry group back 
again to promote 
‘this beautiful art’ 


P OETRY is too 
precious to be 
locked away in 
libraries - that’s the 
view of a Cambridge 
professor who thinks 
the art form should be 
out and about and not 
fettered by licensing 
laws. 

Its name comes from the 
Greek word “poiesis”, 
meaning “making”, but local 
licensing officers came under 
the spotlight last month, 
accused of showing a “lack of 
support” for that creative 
process. 

Turning Point, a group of 
poetry-lovers and playwrights 
from Ely, were banned from 
performing in their local pub, 
the Royal Standard Inn, as 
the premises did not have a 
spoken word licence. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s licensing 
officers spotted publicity for 
the group’s play recital in 
local newspapers and 
threatened the pub with a 
£5,000 fine if the performance

went ahead. 

The group had been 
reading poetry at the pub for 
the last six months, attracting 
audiences on what is usually 
a quiet Tuesday evening. The 
decision caused uproar 
amongst group members and 
arts chiefs in the area, who 
branded the council’s actions 
as “petty”. 

One person who felt 
passionately about the action 
was Professor John Kerrigan, 
from Cambridge University’s 
Faculty of English. 

Professor Kerrigan, whose 
areas of expertise include 
contemporary poetry, said: 
“Poetry is too life-enhancing 
to be locked up in libraries. 

“The poetry scene is 
thriving and we have some of 


the best poets in the world 
working around 
Cambridgeshire. 

“Poetry is not the kind of 
art that wants a big subsidy 
from the tax payer - it is not 
like ballet or opera. 

“That makes it more short¬ 
sighted to deny it the little it 
needs, when it can make 
such a difference not just to 
those who write, read and 
hear it but to the general 
health of the culture.” 

Caroline Cawley, marketing 
manager for Arts 
Development in East 
Cambridgeshire (ADeC), said 
there are many people out 
there who love and want 
poetry to be read in their area. 

She said: “We are very 
supportive of Turning Point

and their future ventures. 

“Hopefully they will be able 
to put the past behind them 
and get back to promoting the 
arts in our area. 

“I personally love poetry 
and when it is live, as they 
read it, there is nothing more 
personal and touching. 

“There is something very 
unique about it as a literary art 
and there are many people 
out there who love it and want 
it.” 

Turning Point seems to 
have now, literally, reached a 
turning point, after holding a 
play recital in The Lamb hotel, 
Ely, on Thursday night. 

The group, determined to 
promote the arts around East 
Cambridgeshire, performed 
for the first time since the 


licensing officers’ decision 
and announced it is now 
looking for a permanent place 
to hold its regular play recitals 
and play readings. 

Paola Trimarco, a 
playwright who formed the 
group two years ago, said: 
“We were shocked and gutted 
when we were booted out of 
the Royal Standard Inn. 

“We had been livening Ely 
up on a Tuesday evening for 
around six months and 
helping to promote the arts in 
the city. 

“It was very frustrating for 
us and judging by the reaction 
from others, it was for many 
others, as the district council 
really did show a lack of 
support for this beautiful art. 

“But our recent reading at 


The Lamb went well and we 
are now looking to move 
forward. Hopefully early next 
year we will be able to read 
our poetry and hold play 
recitals on a regular basis 
somewhere.” 

Turning Point even has 
official backing after receiving 
a £1,800 National Lottery 
grant to provide free 
workshops and mentors for 
amateur actors and writers. 

A spokesman for the Royal 
Standard Inn said: “I am 
pleased to hear Turning Point 
are not giving up and trying to 
find somewhere to meet 
regularly. 

“The licensing officers’ 
decision to stop them was 
petty and quite frankly, 
ridiculous.”

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Kit theft puts

THIEVES stole £2,000 of 
custom-made tenpin bowl¬ 
ing kit just days before a top 
player was due to take part 
in the junior UK champion¬ 
ships.

“I am absolutely devastated. This 
has come at the worst time 
possible. I am in the top 16 in the 
country which is how I got into the 
finals. But not having the kit I have 
trained with and had specially

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made is a terrible blow to my 
chances. 

“I have two old balls that I will 
have to use but I have to get them 
fitted again. It’s going to be really 
tough. This is my big chance but it 
might be blown because of these 
thieves.” 

Prize money of £800 for the 
winning competitor is up for grabs 
at the championships - which are a 
springboard for a career in the 
sport. 

Daniel’s mother, Joanne, said: 
“He has been putting a brave face 
on it but he just couldn’t believe 
what happened. I just hope he can 
still do well on Sunday” 

Police have upped patrols since 
the spate of thefts. 

A spokesman said: “We under¬ 
stand the distress this theft has 
caused the victim and are doing 
everything we can to catch those 
responsible. 

“We are now targeting car crime 
in the East Cambridgeshire area 
and are increasing patrols. Officers 
have been keeping victims up to 
date on our investigations and an 
officer is due to make visits to 
victims.”

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Community 
hall hopes for 
£300k grant 

A PROPOSED community hall with a 
stage area for film and theatre could be 
given a grant of more than £300,000 by 
councillors. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council’s 
community services committee will 
decide today whether to give a grant of up 
to £341,548 to Littleport Parish Council for 
a new “multi-purpose community 
facility” on land at The Paddocks, to the 
west of Littleport. 

The grant would come from Section 106 
cash contributed by developers. 

A report from Darren Dixon, the 
district council’s head of community 
services, notes that Littleport is expected 
to increase its population by 43 per cent 
with the completion of the Highfields 
development. He states there are needs for 
“increased capacity for social spaces in 
the community”, for youth facilities and 
for “lifelong learning and higher 
aspirations”. 

The proposed facility would centre on a 
large hall capable of accommodating 200 
people, with a stage area for theatre and 
film productions. Additional facilities 
would include a kitchen/lounge/bar area, 
a smaller hall for meeting space, a pre¬ 
school area for up to 20 people and 63 car¬ 
parking spaces. 

The total cost of the project is expected 
to be £1,045,000. An application to the Big 
Lottery Fund for £453,000 has been 
submitted. Littleport Parish Council is 
making a £5,000 commitment to the 
project. The project has also budgeted for 
a £135,000 contribution from Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council from Section 
106 funds.

National Trust will work to 
regain support of council 


Sir, I write in response to your 
article Disappointment at 
wetland U-turn published on 
November 27, 2008. 

The National Trust fully 
appreciates that for some 
people the removal of land 
from cultivation may be an 
emotive issue but one that 
needs to be placed in context. 
The total area of land under 
cultivation within the Wicken 
Fen Vision area is a tiny 
percentage of that under 
cultivation in the United 
Kingdom and a fragment of 
that lost annually to housing 
development and other 
infrastructure development. 
Land removed from production 
in the Vision area since 1999 
equates to 0.01 per cent of the 
total area cropped in the 
United Kingdom, and after 100 


years (assuming the Vision is 
enacted in full) would only 
equate to 0.16 per cent of that 
total. It should also be borne 
in mind that a significant area 
of agricultural land within the 
Vision area is not currently 
used for food production. 

The Trust is disappointed that 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council decided to “reserve” 
their support for the Wicken 
Fen Vision at a recent council 
meeting and will work with the 
council to regain their 
unequivocal support for the 
Vision and build on what has 
been a very positive 
relationship over the last 10 
years. Senior councillors and 
council officers will be visiting 
Wicken in the near future and 
we look forward to discussing 
their reservations and charting 


a way forward. The Trust very 
much hopes that the council 
will be able to formally reaffirm 
their support for the Vision as 
soon as possible. 

I would like to reassure 
everyone that the Trust is 
committed to consultation and 
sees it as a vital and essential 
on-going process as the Vision 
develops. In the last 18 months 
we have conducted extensive 
consultation which included 
20,000 questionnaires 
delivered to households in and 
around the Vision area, a series 
of public meetings and drop-in 
sessions, attending parish 
council meetings, local 
neighbourhood panels, talks to 
a range of local groups and 
societies and attending local 
events such as the Fenland 
Country Fair. The Trust 


received 550 written responses 
to the Wicken Fen Vision - 
Your Chance to Shape the 
Future consultation conducted 
earlier this year, significantly 
more than most local 
authorities receive in 
consultation exercises, of 
which 83 per cent of 
respondents supported the 
Vision. 

If anyone has concerns or 
questions about the Vision 
please contact us to discuss 
them. I and my team at Wicken 
Fen are always available to 
answer their questions.

Would one post office be able to cope? 


Sir, As Christmas approaches, I wonder 
whether the post office in Ely High 
Street will be able to cope at this busy 
time. Next year they will be on their own. 
When the decision to close the sub-post 
office in St John’s Road was taken, time 
was allowed for improvements in the 
main post office. If these improvements 
are approved, the closure will be 
implemented in January 2009. But who 
decides enough improvement has been 
made? 

When I went into the High Street office a 
few days ago, minor changes had 
indeed been made, and it appeared a 
little more like a post office. However, 
the main problems are unchanged: 


although there are (I think) five counter 
positions, they are usually not fully 
manned and it is difficult to see 
where/when to go forward, as there is 
no electronic warning system. Most 
banks and some post offices now call 
customers to the next vacant position in 
this way, and such an arrangement is 
very necessary here. 

The other day, there were 40 people 
waiting to be served, so my informant 
did not stay. We will be watching 
carefully during the approach to 
Christmas, to monitor the situation at 
this busy time. 

I have no criticism of the post office 
staff, who are always helpful and 


courteous, but next year there will be no 
relief at St John’s Road. Can that single 
cramped post office in the High Street 
realistically hope to provide for the city 
of Ely and the village communities 
beyond Little Downham? 

Recently, the government awarded a 
substantial contract for benefit 
payments to the post office, and it was 
announced that 3,000 future closures 
would therefore be cancelled. If a 
reprieve for St John’s Road is now 
possible, many people in and around Ely 
will be celebrating.

Leader criticises revival of Mereham spectre 


A COUNCIL leader has spoken up 
about Mereham proposals being back 
in the limelight. 

Cllr Jill Tuck, leader of 
Cambridgeshire County Council, 
questioned why the controversial 
development had been included by 
EERA on a list of potential 
development sites at a meeting of the 
executive committee of EERA. 

She handed in an open letter 
addressed to Cllr Derrick Ashley, 


chair of the regional planning panel 
for EERA, expressing the county 
council’s concerns. 

She said: “By publishing a site 
which has been so comprehensively 
rejected in the past, EERA has caused 
significant distress to local people. 

“It will lead to yet further resources 
being devoted to complex planning 
and technical assessments. 

“However, the county council has a 
statutory responsibility to advise 


EERA on all long term options for 
future growth and if EERA does not 
change its mind, our studies will have 
to include Mereham.” 

Campaigners against the multi¬ 
thousand-home scheme have been 
fighting to get the plans off the EERA 
list since it was discovered three 
weeks ago. 

A decision to keep it on the list of 
potential developments or to remove it 
has not yet been made.

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Law forced wife to 
die ‘lonely death’

THE husband of a 
novelist has told how he 
was forced to leave her 
to die a “horrible, 
lonely death” because 
of the “idiocy” of laws 
against assisted suicide. 

Michael Grosvenor Myer 
went to Cambridge Univer¬ 
sity Library last August 
while Valerie, his “adored” 
wife of 48 years, took an 
overdose of paracetamol at 
their home in West End, 
Haddenham. 

Mrs Grosvenor Myer, who 
was 75, had attempted to take 
her life on three previous 
occasions after being struck 
down with Parkinson’s 
disease. 

If he had stayed with his 
wife, Mr Grosvenor Myer 
could have been prosecuted 
for aiding and abetting 
suicide, which can be 
punished by a 14-year jail 
term. 

In a letter to a national 
newspaper, he said his wife 
had “degenerated as much as 
she was prepared to put up 
with”. 

He told The Times: “When 
the day came, I agreed to

invent an unnecessary day’s 
work at the university library 
so she could get on with it. I 
don’t regret it: it was what 
she wanted. 

“My regret is only that 
because of the idiocy of the 
present law, my only heart’s 


darling had to die a horrible, 
lonely death all alone here in 
the house instead of having 
me here to help and comfort 
her, which was what she 
wanted.” 

Mrs Grosvenor Myer was a 
graduate of Cambridge 
University and taught at a 
school in Cambridge. She 
published 15 books, including 
works on Jane Austen and 
Charlotte Bronte, and the 
campus novel Culture Shock. 

An inquest last November 
recorded a verdict of suicide. 

In his letter, Mr Grosvenor 
Myer said Parkinson’s 
disease had robbed his wife of 
the power of articulate 
speech, and caused her to 
keep falling over and injuring 
herself. 

He said that after he had 
called doctors after a 
previous suicide attempt left 
Mrs Grosvenor Myer in a 
coma, one consultant had 
threatened to section her. 

Mr Grosvenor Myer said: “I 
told him outright that was 
the remark of a fool and a 
bully” 

The foreknowledge that his 
wife was going to kill herself 
could leave Mr Grosvenor 
Myer open to a criminal 
inquiry but Cambridgeshire 
police said they were 
unaware of the case.

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You’re a dead 
woman, man 
told his wife 


AN estranged hus¬ 
band told his wife 
she was a “dead 
woman” after she 
went to court to 
stop him harassing 
her. 

Kevin and Carol 
Martin had been 
together for 18 years, 
and married for three, 
but split up around 16 
months ago. 

The deterioration of 
the relationship forced 
Mrs Martin, who lives 
in Ely, to go to Cam¬ 
bridge County Court in 


October for a non-mol¬ 
estation order against 
her husband, banning 
him from intimidating 
or pestering her. 

But when Martin, 43, 
found out about the 
order, on October 20, he 
rang up his wife in a 
rage without reading 
the full terms of what it 
prevented him doing. 

He told her: “You are 
a dead woman, Carol. 
I’m going to make the 
necessary calls if you 
pull a stunt like this.” 

Martin, a self-em¬ 
ployed bricklayer, 
admitted the breach 


before magistrates in 
Ely last week. 

John Aspinall, miti¬ 
gating, said his client 
had been annoyed when 
he found out about the 
order. 

He added: “Mr Martin 
is very sorry. What he 
said to his wife on that 
day was completely un¬ 
acceptable and com¬ 
pletely out of char¬ 
acter.” 

Magistrates levied a 
fine of £400 on Martin, 
of Hornchurch, Essex, 
and ordered him to pay 
£60 costs and a £15 
victim surcharge.

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‘Tired’ ambulance crews 
facing more funding cuts

AMBULANCE crews are 
run ragged and staff worn 
out according to union 
bosses, yet more cash cuts 
will have to be made to the 
county’s life-saving service. 

The region’s ambulance trust is 
warning that the need to cut costs 
will affect performance and this, 
critics fear, will put patients at 
risk. 

The East of England Ambulance 
Service (EEAS) is meeting tough 
Government-set Call Connect 
targets, which require it to reach 75 
per cent of life-threatening inci¬ 
dents within eight minutes of a 999 
call being connected. 

But the trust ran into financial 
problems hiring extra staff to meet 
the targets and must now make 
cost savings to break even - despite 
a cash boost of £3.3 million from 
the region’s primary care trusts. 

Chris Preston, EEAS’s finance 
director, said at a board meeting 
last week that there are “risks 
associated with delivering the cost 
savings needed to balance the 
financial position” and that 
“operational performance may be 
impacted by the reduction in 
costs”. 


NHS trusts have a statutory duty 
to break even. 

John Toomey, UNISON’S 
regional organiser, said that staff 
are already stretched to the limit 
by Government targets. He said 
budget cuts would “have an impact 
on patient care” and “ability to 
respond as required”. 

Mr Toomey added: “We’ve got 


ambulance crews who are run 
ragged. Staff are worn down. They 
are having to go to rapid dep¬ 
loyment positions all the time. 
Everybody wants to get to calls on 
time, but you can only run people 
so hard for so long. 

“The criminals in all of this are 
the politicians setting targets 
without understanding the impact 


of that and without understanding 
the need to provide funding.” 

An EEAS spokesman said the 
trust has met the targets for each 
month since August, but there 
were an extra 3,140 emergency 
responses this October compared 
with the previous October. 

He added: “This places a huge 
demand on our resources and, if 
replicated over the whole winter 
and combined with poor weather 
and driving conditions, would put 
our achievement of the target at 
risk. We are, however, committed 
to achieving financial balance and 
meeting our response performance 
targets between now and the end of 
the financial year in March.” 

The spokesman said crews are 
“pulling out all the stops” to meet 
the targets and “deserve the comp¬ 
lete respect and cooperation of the 
public”. 

Cllr Geoff Heathcock, Liberal 
Democrat spokesman for health on 
Cambridgeshire County Council, 
said: “We are talking about 
people’s lives being put on the line, 
particularly in a predominantly 
rural county with a road network 
that is grim in many places. 

“With new targets should come 
proper funding, but the ambulance 
service has never been a part of 
the NHS that has received the level 
of support it should have from the 
Government.” 


‘Beware of 
lottery con’ 

POLICE are warning people to be 
aware of bogus Spanish lottery 
scams that claim the recipient has 
won a substantial amount of money. 

Since the beginning of the year 
police in Cambridgeshire and 
Suffolk have had about 100 reports 
from residents who have received 
letters stating they have won a 
portion of an international lottery 
they have not entered. The letters 
include a processing form that 
requests personal details including 
bank account number, sort code and 
the address. These details could 
then be used to gain access to 
people’s accounts. 

As well as the form, recipients are 
given a phone number to call. 
Anyone who does so will be asked to 
send money in order to release his 
or her winnings. It is likely this will 
be thousands of pounds. 

The conmen behind the scam 
contact possible victims by post, 
phone and email, and often target 
the elderly and vulnerable. 

Detective Inspector Caroline 
Millar, of the Force Intelligence 
Bureau, said: “We urge people to be 
on their guard for letters and scams 
such as these. 

“However official a letter may 
appear, do not get tempted to pass 
on your details or part with any of 
your money.”

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Police use heads 
to spot evidence 


POLICE have started using 
special cameras attached to 
their heads to gather evidence. 

The headcam is being trialled in 
Cambridgeshire Constabulary’s cen¬ 
tral division, which covers Fenland, 
Huntingdon, St Neots, St Ives and 
Ramsey, after a successful test in 
Peterborough. 

Insp Mark Newman, from the force, 
said: “The introduction of these 
headcams means we can obtain 
evidence at the scene of incidents and 
crimes. 

“These recordings will provide 
additional evidence in court and 
hopefully improve the quality of 
prosecution cases. This will be 
particularly useful in domestic 
violence cases and alcohol-related 
crime and disorder and anti-social 
behaviour.” 

Four trained officers on reactive 
shifts will wear the cameras - which

enable them to film evidence as it 
happens rather than having to write 
notes - during the trial. 

Police in Peterborough have been 
using the cameras for nearly a year 
and the initiative is now being 
extended across the central division. 

Other forces have been using the 
cameras and the footage has led to an 
increase in the number of people 
being charged and successfully 
prosecuted. 

Police say the cameras will enable 
officers to get extra, good quality 
evidence in a variety of situations, 
including crime scenes, public order 
and domestic violence incidents. 

They say the cameras were part¬ 
icularly useful in domestic violence 
cases where victims may be reluctant 
to give evidence.

ONE of the major

“Me and Brad have done eight 
years here together and five of 
those years have been with 
Julie,” says Scott. 

“But we never like to feel like,

still take it very seriously and it’s 
hard work. We’ve also brought 


in new blood as well, we’ve got 
new dancers and new principles 
and it keeps us on our toes. 
“This is our in-house production 
and we’re really lucky to have 
that here because a lot of 
theatres have pantos that are 
brought in and they aren’t even 
rehearsed in the theatre. So 
people here are quite protective 
of it and very proud of it.

Your top ten tips for safe winter motoring 


IF the prospect of being 
stranded on the road in the 
middle of winter doesn’t 
appeal, now is the time to 
make sure your car is in 
top condition. 

Making sure you have at least 
some de-icer spray in the car for a 
frosty morning is just the tip of 
the iceberg - nothing short of 
proper preparation will be enough 
to ensure the hard shoulder 
remains nothing more than a 
distant memory when battling 
against the elements this winter. 

If your car is due for a service 
during the winter months, 
consider getting it done now 
instead. A few cold weeks will find 
out any weaknesses in your hoses, 
belts, battery and water pump, 
and the money you save from 
postponing the service will be 


trivial compared to what you’ll 
pay for new parts and labour. 

It’s essential you check your 
cooling system too and ensure it 
contains the correct proportion of 
coolant. Most cars need a 50/50 
mixture of water and antifreeze to 
be safe throughout the winter. You 
can either get a garage to check 
this or use one of a range of 
simple, cheap devices from most 
car accessory shops. 

If your system hasn’t been 
flushed for a few years, you’d be 
well advised to get this done 
during a service, as antifreeze 
slowly loses its protective power 
over time. If you don’t bother to 
get your cooling system in shape 
and the water freezes, you can 
probably kiss goodbye to your 
engine at some point over the next 
few months. 

Out on the road your 
windscreen will get dirty quickly, 


so your wipers need to be in tip¬ 
top condition. If they are starting 
to leave marks in your line of 
sight or make a harsh “scraping” 
noise, now’s the time to replace 
the blades. Don’t forget the rear 
blade if you have one, and while 
you’re back there, make sure the 
rear window element works. 

Don’t be tempted to scrimp and 
over-dilute the car’s screen wash 
either, as it will likely freeze. Not 
only will this mean you can’t 
clean your screen properly, the 
expanding water could rupture 
the reservoir. 

And never add engine anti¬ 
freeze to your screen wash - it can 
cause severe damage to wipers, 
seals and paintwork. 

Finally, good quality tyres really 
come into their own on slippery 
winter roads. Make sure your 
tyres are in good condition with 
no cracks, bulges or uneven wear 


and have at least the legal mini¬ 
mum amount of tread on them. 

Check your tyre pressure every 
week through the winter months, 
too - extreme tempera-tures make 
the rubber expand and contract 
much more than the mild summer 
months. 

Your ten point winter checklist: 

1. Cooling system - get the 
mixture right 

2. Battery - you need lots of power 

3. Hoses - look for cracks 

4. Belts - replace worn belts 

5. Tyres - enough tread? 

6. Wipers - you need perfect vision 

7. Rear window element - 
essential for your rear-view 
mirror 

8. Screen wash - a good mix, and 
lots of it! 

9. In car heater - you don’t want to 
shiver as you drive 

10. Lights - they need to be 
working!

WHEN a big cheese 
designer states that the look 
of one of his cars negatively 
affected its sales perfor¬ 
mance, you know you’re 
dealing with someone not 
afraid to tell it how it is. 

You might be surprised to learn 
that few in the business of 
designing cars choose to be so 
open. For the majority it’s all about 
flashy curves, fussy details and 
touchy-feely interiors. But when 
you’re in the business of selling a 
lot of cars, success matters, which 
is why it’s important to get it right. 

The designer in question is 
Patrick Le Quement, the man 
charged with steering Renault in 
the right direction. And the car? 
The second-generation Megane - 
famous for having divided 
opinion. For some it was a breath 
of fresh air, while others recoiled 
from its unusual proportions. Car 
design might be a subjective 
activity, but for accountants it’s a 
different and altogether more

straightforward situation. 

And this is why you’re now 
looking at an altogether more 
streamlined Megane hatch. From 
the front it’s still a Renault, but 
now it’s a more sophisticated and 
sleek Renault. The car’s rear end is 
more like a fastback or coupe, what 
with its sloping roof and rakish 
tailgate. 

An altogether more measured 
proposition then in light of the 
previous offering. And one that is 
hoped will draw favourable 
comparisons with cars costing 
significantly more. Whether it’s 
details like the front air intakes, 
streamlined bonnet or rakish 
profile, restraint - in a stylish 
manner - has replaced radical. 

There is, however, more to this 
Megane than just its looks. In an 
effort to attract keen drivers, the 
car displays a more willing 
character than before. It might sit 
on the “old” platform, but much 
work has gone into improving the 
car’s responses, ride quality and 
willingness to change direction. 

The result is a pleasant surprise. 
While makers of overtly sporting 
hatchbacks won’t lose any sleep, in 
the real world the Megane is now a 



much more 
capable and 
enjoyable car 
to drive. You 
don’t have to 
set land speed 
records to 
enjoy it either, 
as even at day- 
to-day speeds 
the fluid 
nature of the 
suspension 
and the more 
direct steering 
both conspire 
to make life 
that bit more 
interesting. 

Along with the polished chassis 
and steering, much of the credit 
for the Megane’s performance 
must go to the engines. It’s a 
familiar selection and fans of the 
Clio and Laguna will recognise 
some of what’s on offer. 

The options are sensible ones, 
which is appropriate when 
economy and emissions have taken 
centre stage recently. A 1.6-litre 
petrol unit in llObhp shares the 
bill with a 180bhp turbo 2.0-litre 
and 140bhp 2.0-litre for the CVT 
auto option, while the diesel choice 
runs to 86,106 and 130bhp. 

Powered by the most powerful 
diesel, the Megane delivers effort¬ 
less cruising and high levels of 
refinement. The engine’s 130bhp 
allows you to exploit the car’s 
improved chassis, with the result 
that cross-country motoring is fun 
again and the daily grind through

town requires little effort. 

Inside the Megane the ambience 
is noticeably skewed towards 
luxury. Soft touch plastics and 
tasteful fabrics add a welcome 
premium feel to the cabin.

With its more sophisticated and 
less challenging styling plus an 
altogether more engaging driving 
experience, this third generation 
Megane proves two things: Renault 
does listen and is capable of 
producing something with flair 
and talent for sensible money.

GIVE YOUR CAR A WINTER WORKOUT WITH THE RMIF 


The onset of winter can be bad news for motorists. Little light, bad weather and worse roads 
conspire to make driving tiring, unpleasant, and sometimes even dangerous. 

Every journey is an opportunity to prevent the worst from happening, and there is a great 
deal of preventative action that you can undertake yourself. 

Before setting off: 

make sure that the car has enough fuel 

let someone know your intended movements 

listen to traffic news and weather forecasts, and wear warm clothing. 

Naturally, the need for seasonal preparation also extends to the various systems that run the 
car, so make sure that the anti-freeze in the car is fresh. Insufficient or ‘old’ anti-freeze can 
cause hose, water pump or other major units to fail leading to overheating. Anti-freeze should 
be changed every two years due to the deterioration of the corrosion inhibitors, or according 
to manufacturer recommendations. 

Other things to do include: 

make sure the battery is in good condition 

on cold mornings use a de-icer on windows, or a scraper - NEVER hot water 
check that the screen wash is not clogged and that the bottle is topped up for use, and 


make sure that an additive is used to stop it freezing 

check windscreen wipers for wear and replace them if necessary 

make sure that all heaters and ventilation systems are working so that misting is minimised 

give all external lights and mirrors a thorough clean 

headlamps should be correctly aligned 

the tread depth should be at least 1.6mm across the central three-quarters of the breadth of 
the tread and around the entire circumference, and there should be no cuts or cracks 
spray damp inhibitor into the door locks to prevent seizing up. 

Once the car is ready for winter, you should make sure it is carrying emergency equipment so 
that, if the worst happens, you are ready too. 

Useful supplies could include: torch, spare batteries and bulbs, screen scraper / de-icer, 
jump leads, warning triangle, first-aid kit,‘hands free’ mobile phone / phone card / cash, 
blankets and warm jacket / robust shoes (in case of breakdown), shovel (to clear snow if 
necessary), fire extinguisher, rope (for towing if necessary), road atlas, maps etc. 

Essentially, safety in the winter comes down to four things: 1 Check your car. 2. Be prepared 
for anything. 3. Be cautious. 4. Monitor your speed. 


If you try to follow these rules you should find yourself on the road to safe winter driving. To 
make sure your car is ready for the road in the first place, book your car in for a service. 
Careful preparation by the motorist can only go so far. 

To find a reliable garage, motorists should look to the RMIE 
A member will be able to advise you on the type of service you need, and will be able to 
point out potential problem areas before they arise, or become serious. In fact, whether you 
want to buy or sell a new or used car or motorcycle, service or repair your existing vehicle, 
find an auction house, or a cherished number plate dealer, the RMIF will be able to help you.

ELY started the game strongly, and 
confidence immediately grew. Both 
the forward and midfield players 
passed the ball well, with excellent 
performances from Dani Fletcher, 
Pamela Clarke and Chanre Bond, 
collectively applying pressure to the 
Cambridge University defence.

TEENAGER Nick Pope set a 
record when he made his 
debut for Bury Town FC.
